LONDON — Well-informed cir- 
cles today warned Zionists not to 
attach undue importance to the 
discussions on problems of the 
Middle East to which British dip 
lomats in Arab countries 
been summoned by Bevin. 

It is emphasized that Lord 
Gort, who is now in England, 
will not participate in these dis 
cussions. Also it is pointed out 
that the Palestine ques 
tion is “likely to crop up” during 
the discussions it will not form 
a separate item but will be dealt 
with only in connection with the 
reaction of the Arab 
Arab-Jewish relations. 

The British press believes the 
talks will not have any great 
bearing on Palestine. The Man 
chester Guardian points out that 
though Palestine is “certainly a 
burning question, it has less to 
do with neighboring Arab states 
than with the attitude of Britain 
which will be decided within a 
reasonable time”. 

The official French news agen 
cy reports that Zionist circles ex 
pect Britain to announce her de 
cision on Palestine “before the 
end of the year’. This report pre- 
dicts the partitioning of Pales- 
tine.

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TRUMAN’S STATEMENT MEANS FINISH 


FOR ZIONIST HOPES, 

Special 

*PHILADELPHIA — President 
‘Truman’s press conference state- 
ment on Palestine is “the most 
realistic statement to have issued 
from the White House and the 
most damaging to Zionist objec- 
tives,” the American Council for 
Judaism declares editorially in a 
forthcoming issue of its “Infor- 
mation Bulletin.” Calling upon 
Zionists and anti-Zionists to pon- 
der the President’s statement 
carefully, so as to avoid illusions, 
the editorial proceeds with the fol- 
lowing analysis: 

“First, the statement indicated 
that the President discussed the 
subject. Discussion, however, is 
not a synonym for approval; and 
gives no indication of attitude. 

“Second, the American position 
is described: ‘that we want to let 
as many of the Jews into Pales- 
tine as it is possible to let into 
the country.” That is no more 
than a continuation of the. fre- 
quently repeated government in- 
dication of support for more lib- 
eral immigration opportunities 
for Jews into Palestine. 

Depends on Arabs 

“But, third, the position is con- 
ditioned by the subsequent clause 
‘... and still maintain the civil 
peace.’ This is a clear indication 
that even the policy of continued 
immigration depends on agree- 
ment with the local population, 
that is with the Arabs. On this 
point, the President’s statement 
is completely in line with the 
British White Paper which also 
bases further immigration of 
Jews into Palestine after 1945 
upon the consent of the Arabs of 
Palestine to that policy. 

“Fourth, the further comment 
is made that ‘The matter will 
have to be worked out with the 
British and the Arabs for a Jew- 
ish state.’ If this means that 
agreement to a Jewish State is 
dependent upon the Arabs of the 
neighboring Arab states as well 
as those of Palestine, then plainly 
the finish has been written to the 
Zionist chapter. 


Won’t Use American Bayonets 
“The final comment was ‘there 
is no idea in the mind of the Pres- 
ident or his advisers of sending a 
strong military force of, say 500,- 
000 soldiers, overseas to keep the 
peace in Palestine.’ Here is a 
clear intimation that the present 
Zionist demands would have 
armed intervention as a likely 
consequence and that the United 
States will have no part of it. 
Whatever the position of the 
United States on the knotty Pales- 
tine problem, American recom- 


COUNCIL DECLARES 


mendations will be advisory only 
and will not be backed by our 
armed forces. With this sentence 
the President injects a most 
sobering and realistic considera- 
tion, one that can only be in- 
jurious to the Zionist program. 
For to raise the question of sup- 
porting Zionist aspirations by 
American . bayonets is to an- 
swer it.” 





Canadian Delegates

Weizmann, Joseph said, remains 
president of the Jewish Agency 
and will fullfill his duties as such.

3 NAZI COLLABORATORS SAILING 
FOR PALESTINE CAUGHT JUST IN TIME

MARSEILLE—A pre-departure 


dinner for 1600 Jews who sailed 
from here for Palestine was 
dramatically interrupted when 
the refugees discovered in their 
midst three persons who had 
collaborated with the Nazis, and 
were attempting to flee to Pal- 
estine to escape punishment.

Chief Rabbi 
Freidiger of Denmark delivered a 
sermon thanking all those who 
helped the Jews in Norway dur- 
ing the trying period of the Nazi 
occupation, including the Royal 
House, the Church and the mem- 
bers of the present government 
who were active in the under- 
ground movement. 





National Budgeting Controversy Breaks Out Anew 


Ample Time 
For Democratic 
Discussion—Blaustein

NEW YORK—The principle of 
advisory budgeting, which will be 
presented for approval at the 
1946 General Assembly of the 
member agencies of the Council 
of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds, has the support of a 
clear majority of the members of 
the Budget Research Committee, 
its chairman, Jacob Blaustein, 
said in a statement issued here. 

Mr. Blaustein made this com- 
ment in reply to a statement by 
the newly-formed Committee to 
Oppose National Budgeting, that 
the Budget Research Committee 
which was appointed by the 
Council board of directors to con- 
duct a fact finding survey had 
voted overwhelmingly against the 
proposal. 

Mr. Blaustein charged that 
there are other errors in the press 
release of the Opposition Com- 
mittee, but added that it is pre- 
mature to discuss them at this 
time. “The decision of the Coun- 
cil to present the issues of ad- 
visory budgeting to the 1946 
General Assembly will allow all 
interested parties sufficient time 
for the democratic process of 
consideration and crystallization 
of opinion,” he said. “Meanwhile, 
the subject will be properly and 
objectively presented by the 
Council to the member com- 
munities and it is hoped that they 
will be permitted to exercise — 
and will exercise — their own 
judgment based on their needs 
without undue pressures from 
forces outside the communities. 

“The Council also plans in ad- 
vance of the Assembly to confer 
further and fully on the issues 
involved with national and over- 
seas agencies,” Mr. Blaustein con- 
tinued.

WAR CRIMES BODY UNCOVER FIGURES ON 
GHETTO BATTLE; REGIMENT WIPED OUT

WEISBADEN, Germany—S. S. 
Lieut. Gen. Jurgen Stroop under 
whose direction the Warsaw 
ghetto was liquidated in the 
Spring of 1943, after fierce re- 
sistance by the ghetto residents, 
will be tried here as a war crim- 
inal. The specific charge against 
Stroop is that he encouraged the 
civil population to murder Amer- 
ican fliers who were forced to bail 
out of their planes over Germany.

ference of bishops at Fulda. The 
letter called the action of Lt. 
Finkelstein, a religious officer 
with U. S. occupation forces, who 
insisted that a U. S. observer 
must attend the conference, “al- 
most disgraceful.” 

Rabbi Louis Finkelstein, presi- 
dent of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America, wrote a 
similar letter to the New York 
Times.

“Dear Sir: 

“From a dispatch published in 
one of the New York daily papers, 
we have noted that a ‘religion 
officer’ has stated that this action 
will be taken because of the 
bishops’ opposition to bolshevism. 

“To the members of the Jewish 
Labor Committee, this action is 
almost disgraceful and is certainly 
discourteous to a group of men 
who for years have championed 
the cause of Christianity against 
Hitler while Hitler held the power 
of life and death, not only over 
them but also over their par- 
ishioners. We in the Labor Move- 
ment can never forget that the 
first victims of Hitlerian terror 
were the German Free Trade 
Unions and Churches. 

“Now that the armed victory 
has been won, we, the champions 
of the Free Trade Unions, can 
not and will not forget our co- 
brothers, the German Churches, 
in the fight against Nazism. 

“We also wish to remind you 
that even at the height of the 
Hitlerian power, the Nazi regime 
did not insist that Nazi observers 
be present at the meeting of the 
Catholic Bishops at Fulda.. It is 
unthinkable that the armies of 
the free people of the United 
States could commit an act that 
would out-Nazi the Nazis. We 
then urge you to inform the mili- 
tary commander of this area to 
use discretionary powers and not 
to insist that a military observer 
be present.

May Lose Property Again 

However, after the establish- 
ment of a central bureau to 
handle such questions, the de- 
cisions of local councils were an- 
nulled and, in some cases, Nazis 
were protected. In addition, a 
decree was issued stating that all 
such transfers were not yet legal, 
and that the new owners held the 
business in trust and would be 
responsible for its administration 
and its stock. It has now been 
proposed that all of these trans- 
fers be declared illegal, and those 
few Jews who succeeded in re- 
possessing their own businesses 
are worried for fear they may 
lose them again. 

The problem is made even more 
complicated by the fact that 
categories of “qualified” and “un- 
qualified” Nazis have been set 
up, a survey by the Religious 
News Service establishes. Per- 
sons who joined the Nazi Party 
between July 1, 1933, and March 
13, 1938, or held a high position 
after 1938 are considered “quali- 
fied,” while people who joined 
the party only after 1938, and 
never held important positions, 
are “unqualified.” Those falling 
into the latter category are being 
allowed to retain their positions 
and dwellings.

Stalin for International 
End to Jewish Problem

TEL AVIV—The Soviet Gov- 
ernment would be “seriously” in- 
terested in an international solu- 
tion of the Jewish problem, 
Marshal Joseph Stalin is reported 
here today to have stated to Dr.

Dr. Sommerstein then asked 
Stalin whether the Soviet Govern- 
ment would be interested in an 
international solution of the Jew- 
ish problem. “Certainly and seri- 
ously!” Stalin answered. Asked 
whether he would allow his views 
to be made public, Stalin told Dr. 
Sommerstein that he had no ob- 
jections.

This Week in Jewish History

Sot, 2 (1825) The foundation 
of Ararat, a temporary refuge for 
Jews, took place in Buffalo, N.Y., 
under the leadership of Mordecai 
Manual Noah, who was a noted 
journalist and diplomat of his 
day. Noah, who served as U.S. 

yl in Tunis, believed very 
strongly in the theory that the 
remedy for Jewish suffering was 
the rebuilding of Palestine as a 
Jewish commonwealth but Pal- 

ine was then under the strong 
heel of the Turks and the immedi- 
ate answer to Mordecai Manual 
Noah’s plan was a temporary sub- 
stitute. He purchased Grand 
Jsand in the Niagara River to 
grve as a Start for his project. 
The ceremonies marking the lay- 
ing of the foundation stone took 
place in an Episcopalian church 
in Buffalo, and in attendance 
were many dignitaries as well as 
a group of Indians, who were 
identified as descendants of the 
Ten Lost Tribes.

Because it took considerable 
time for the news to become 
public, a two-day observance of 
Rosh Hashonoh was decreed to 
insure the proper observance of 
the day. This addition of an 
extra day in the observance of 
a Jewish holiday is equally ap- 
plicable in the case of Succoth, 
Passover, and  Shabuoth. In 
Jater times the astronomical 
calculation of the Jewish calen- 
dar became so precise that it 
was not necessary to accept the 
testimony of witnesses, and the 
holiday dates became fixed in 
every detail. Nevertheless, 
Orthodox and Conservative Jews 
still observe the extra day. Re- 
form Judaism, however, accept- 
ing the stability of the modern 
Jewish calendar has eliminated 
the second day of Rosh Hashonoh 
and similarly, of other holidays. 
The most important days of the 
High Holyday Season of ten days 
are: Rosh Hashonoh (New Year’s 
Day), Shabbos Shuva (the Sab- 
bath of Repentence which is the 
Sabbath that occurs during the 
ten-day period), and Yom Kippur 
(the Day of Atonement). All of 
these holidays are’ observed pri- 
marily in the Synagogue, but 
there are many fine home cere- 


monies connected with each. All 
the days, of course, extend from 
sundown until sundown the next 
day. 
ROSH HASHONOH 
Special Foods — Perhaps sym- 
bollically, honey became the spe- 


cial food for Rosh Hashonoh. The 
New Year is to start off with a 


sweet taste in our mouths. There- 
fore, the bread that is blessed 
at the beginning of the Rosh 


Hashonoh evening meal is dipped 
in honey before it is eaten. From 
this custom, sweets of all sorts 
became customary for Rosh 
Hashonoh. 

Rosh Hashonoh Table — The 
Rosh Hashonoh table is set pre- 
cisely as the Sabbath table with 
kiddush cup, challoh, candles and 
candlesticks (minimum of two). 
Special challoh cloths for Rosh 
Hashonoh are appropriate. The 
dish with honey should be given 
a prominent place on the table. 


Lighting of the Candles—Fol 
lowing the procedure in the case 
of the Sabbath, the Mother should 
light the candles and recite this 
blessing:

Why, 
my heart never medi- 
tated any sin against 
anybody, my mouth nev- 
er uttered any sin 
against my neighbor. -_ 
go, as the congregation goes from one sin to 
poe next, I find myself practically sinless. 

yet I go along with the confession for the 
sake of forgiveness of my neighbor’s sins. 

I can well guess that my neighbors feel the 
game way I do about it. Probably Mr. Zilch 
(he sits two rows from the altar) is saying 
to himself: “These aren’t any of my sins. 
These are sins of people like Segal, not of mine. 
yl pray for forgiveness for Segal.” 

It must all be awfully confusing up on High, 
since so many of the citizens are sure of their 
own virtues and are certain that these confes- 
sions can’t mean them; though they read them 
as a matter of polite ritual and for the sake of 
their sinful friends and relatives.

HUMAN NATURE being thus what it is, 
Ihave thought of presenting Yom Kippur con- 
fessions in which all can heartily join in an ad- 
mission of sins for which we all need forgive- 





 cLatd God, help us to see ourselves as Thou 
seest us. Surely, Thou dost see us as a lot 
of hypocrites who prate of brotherhood in the 
world yet know not brotherhood among our- 
selves. 

“We ask that the world embrace us and be 
our friend; we regret that men judge all Jews 
by the sins of some who are sinners. But among 
ourselves we despise other groups of Jews 
because they are not of our set. We look at 
our neighbor and set him aside as one who 
is not of us because his religious ways are 
not like ours. 

“We call for unity in Israel but each of us 
stands stiffnecked on his own opinion and 
will not yield in the least to his brother. We are 
divided in many parts and our progress in the 
world has the sound of a vehicle rattling 
noisily and disturbing the neighbors. We make 
sound without any meaning toward brother- 
hood.

ON THAT DAY, August 28, I ran into Rabbi Joseph y. Look. 
stein who had just returned from touring South American on behalf 
of the J.D.C. When he gets through telling about his experiences

The press conference, I understand, is called for Wednesday, Sept, 5 

On that evening, August 28, there was a packed Zionist meet. 
ing in the Pennsylvania Hotel, where the delegates to the London 
Zionist Conference were to give a report of the said Confereng. 
By a quarter of eleven it was evident that the sole purpose of the 
speakers was to prove that the Zionist rank-and-file in this country 
is intelligent enough to deserve better leaders than it has. 

At a quarter to eleven Louis Lipsky rose to speak and the 
threatened riot did not materialize. The rank-and-file again passe 
the test with colors flying: in spite of the heat and the late hoy 
and in spite of being thoroughly exasperated with the previoy 
speeches, one could have heard a pin drop. Because Mr. Lipsky gay 
the audience what it had come to hear: An intelligent report about 
the Conference.

AFTER LIPSKY spoke, Emmanuel Neumann, whose views on 
the Conference differ somewhat from Lipsky’s (Incidentally, I haye 
since found out by talking to Dr. Silver that his views are closer 
to Lipsky’s than to Neumann’s); and then Rabbi James G, Helkr 
told his experiences in Palestine. And the crowd stayed on an 
listened—because there was something to hear. 

Rabbi Heller’s account was poetic and moving. It was his first 
trip to Palestine and yet he, a native American, the son of a m 
tive American felt that he belonged there, that he was at home 
The Jewish children rescued from Europe had undergone a mental 
cure in Palestine which no other place in the world could give them; 
were it not for the atmosphere of Eretz Israel, these children would 
have remained abnormal for life after the harrowing experiences 
they had gone through. 

What happened at the Conference in London? 

On one thing there seems to be agreement between the state 
ment issued by Daniel Frisch, the statement given me by Emma 
uel Neumann and Abba Hillel Silver and the account given by Louis 
Lipsky at the meeting: the Conference was called in the expecta 
tion that Churchill would be returned to office and when a new 
government was found instead there was little for it to do. The cit: 
cumstances of the calling of the Conference, were, in Lipsky’s words, 
“melodramatic.” Ben-Gurion, “in one of his flashes of intuition, 
which often prove false, decided to call a conference and tell the 
Churchill government that they better do something or else, in 
something like thirty days. ... But all the elements conspired against 
th@ purpose of the Conference. The return of the Labor Party # 
power, much to the surprise of Labor leaders themselves; the 
atomic bomb; the entry of Russia in to the Pacific war; the sur 
render of Japan. ... The Labor Party was busy filling the jobs in 
the government: there weren’t enough under-secretaries to 80 
‘round. . .. The Conference came in with difficulties and came out 
on. a low level. . . . Then came the General Debate, and because 
there was nothing else to do, the dialectics were sharper that 
usual.” 

* * * 

I TOOK some hurried notes during Lipsky’s address, becaus 
I was impressed by the aptness of the phrases as well as by Lipsky's 
uncanny skill in handling the crowd and handling the subject, but 
they are not quite accurate. In the last phrase of the words I 
quoted is contained the controversial element of the evaluation. 
Lipsky thinks that the much-publicized difference of opinion be 
tween Weizmann, the moderate, and Ben-Gurion, the militant, is 
really nothing but an accidental turn of phrases and a difference in 
temperament. 

Silver thinks likewise. He explained to me the exact words in 
Yiddish used by Weizmann which Rabbi Fishman of the Mizrachi 
took to mean a repudiation of the Jewish State idea: It was only 
a Yiddish idiom with an inexact meaning.

A Gift For The New Year 


T WAS the second night of 

Rosh Hashonah when_ the 
Catcher seized Moshele. All that 
week the townspeople had 
watched fearfully as the Russian 
military officer whose duty it was 
to enroll Cantonists prowled 
about the village, searching out 
Jewish boys to carry off for the 
army. Moshele had been cau- 
tioned to stay out of the streets, 
and even while his father prayed 
in the synagogue for a good year, 
Moshele, who had reached his 
12th birthday that week, hid in 
a corner of their little cottage 
while his mother kept watch be- 
hind the door. 


That afternoon, Moshele’s fam- 
ily did not take their customary 
walk by the river to say the 
Tashlach prayers for their faults 
to be carried away by the run- 
ning water, but sat still and 


frightened at home, awaiting the 
dreaded footsteps of the Catcher. 
+ * * 


IT WAS MIDNIGHT before 
they dared stop their vigil and 
go to sleep. And then, just as 
Moshele was dropping off into a 
fitful doze, the Catcher broke into 
the house and carried him off to 
the prison where he was thrust 
into a cell with the other village 
boys to await departure the next 
day. 

The children huddled together 
for comfort. All their lives they 
had heard about the Catcher and 
the dreadful fate of those who 
fell into his hands. They knew 
that they would probably never 
see their parents again. Only a 
small number could survive the 
hardships of the long journey to 
the camp, the harsh training, and 
the cruel punishments. Those 


had died rather than give up their 
faith. He urged them to be strong 
and gave them his blessing.

WITH THE DAWN, the boys 
were piled into carts and driven 
far into the interior of Russia. 

Moshele was billeted with a 
peasant named Krupka and his 
family in a dirty crowded little 
hut. He became the drudge to 
whom all the heavy unpleasant 
tasks were assigned. But he per- 
formed his duties cheerfully and 
Krupka, in his gruff way, became 
fond of the lad who had been left 
in his care. Moshele was never 
complained of to the military offi- 
cers to receive a flogging like 
many of the other boys in the 
Canton. 

At regular times he had to re- 
port for military drill to the 
headquarters of the Canton. But 
worst of all were the sessions 
with the priests who tried to 
make him desert his religion and 
become a Christian.

EACH WEEK, Moshele met 
with the village priest who prom- 
ised him wonderful rewards if 
he would become a Christian. 
When promises had no effect, 
threats were tried. And then 
cruelty. 

One day when Moshele came 
in from the field, he found a 


salty. The fish at supper again 
was salty. Moshele’s tongue 
swelled and his throat was raw, 
but still he said nothing. The 
next day it was the same. 

That night he could not sleep 
because of his parched and burn- 
ing throat. He tossed and turned 
on the heap of straw which was 
his bed, when suddenly he heard 
stealthy steps approaching. 
Krupka put his finger to his lips 
for silence and then held out a 
dipper of water for the boy to 
drink. Moshele looked at him 
questioningly, but the man nodded 
encouragement, so the boy drank 
the blessedly cool water in grate- 
ful gulps. 

A stir was heard from the 
other end of the room and his 
wife’s voice called, ‘“Krupka, 
where are you?” 

The peasant slipped back into 
his bed, leaving Moshele to won- 
der.

In simple terms, the issue is 
this: Shall the national agencies 
like the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee and the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America decide how much 
American Jewry shall give to 
support the causes they and 
other national organizations rep- 
resent, or shall the Jewish com- 
munity of the United States, af- 
ter studying the needs, confer 
with these agencies and arrive at 
an equitable figure which U. S. 
Jewry will then try to supply. 


Some national organizations, 
recognizing the undeniable power 
that the Council of Jewish Wel- 
fare Funds and_ Federations, 
which is sponsoring the fight for 
national budgeting, will have, are 
opposing the move. The Post be- 
lieves these fears are unwar- 
ranted. The federated communi- 
ties of the United States believe 
they have a right to know what 
is happening to the monies they 
supply to national organizations 
and to sit in on deliberations 
which are held to arrive at bud- 
get figures. 


A fair comparison would be if 
an agency of government, city, 
state or national, set up a bud- 
get, refused to have the budget 
inspected and imposed its will 
(if it could) regardless of what 
the taxpayers said or did. 


Just this year the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee set a bud- 
get of around $30,000,000. When 
a few weeks later the Zionist 
Organization of America _ an- 
nounced a budget larger thaa 
$30,000,000 the JDC changed its 
figure to $46,000,000. 


Of course the national agencies 
need much more money than 
they will possibly get, but na- 
tional budgeting will not affect 
how much is raised, it will 
merely give the givers some say 
in what is done with their own 
money. 


Communities like Detroit or 
Cincinnati or San Francisco have 
a great deal of difficulty in de- 
termining what amounts to give 
to national agencies, and at pres- 
ent allocations are guided as 
much by local pressure groups 
as by the actual needs. Under 
national budgeting these com- 
munities, bound together in the 
CJWF would send impartial ob- 
servers to Europe, to Palestine, 
to the various national civic de- 
fense agencies, and irtelligently 
study needs, results, 2tc. With 
this information before them and

the recommendation of the na- 
tional budgeting committee as a 
guide, local budget bodies can 
allocate their monies where it is 
most needed and will do the most 
good. 


Fundamentally the difference 
is probably on this point: Those 
opposed to national budgeting do 
not believe that local people in 
charge of welfare fund alloca- 
tions are either Jewish enough 
or have enough knowledge of 
world Jewish affairs to warrant 
their making decisions which can 
affect the future of Palestine, 
etc. I sat in on one allocation 
committee where the chairman 
had never heard of the American 
Jewish Congress and didn’t know 
what functions the ORT and 
other such bodies performed. 


The opposition to national bud- 
geting fears that the enmity of 
big givers to Palestine might 
somehow figure in national bud- 
geting, but this fear The Post 
feels is groundless. 


Sooner or later national bud- 
geting will have to come. The 
present fight is unwarranted. The 
federated communities of the 
United States are well able to 
make their own decisions, and in 
this case, The Post hopes the 
CIWF leadership will not be 
daunted.

Just as abominable is the system of Selling 
seats at high holidays, and honors on the Same 
occasions. 

It is unfortunate that present-day Organizaj

the religious. 


Must Not Forget Pre-War Anti-Religion Wave 


N discussing the post-war loyalty to Judatism 
in the United States, the pre-war deterrents 
to synagogue affiliation and the concomitant 
anti-religion wave seem to have been forgotten. 
That there will be an opportunity to win the 
young generation of returning Jewish veterans 
to Judaism certainly is true, but it is foolish 
to think that the forces which caused many 
young Jews to doubt the need of religion will 
have disappeared merely because we have for- 
gotten about them. 

The gifts which post-war science has promis- 
ed are most certainly going to make inroads 
against what regular contacts with Judaism 
there were before the war. Whereas the auto- 


mobile and radio and movies won out ove 
synagogue attendance and whereas the same 
science which brought about these Tecreation 
diversions also wiped out the old fears, for 
certainly the airplane age is not going to help 
matters. 

The five-day week may provide the time for 
synagogue attendance and Saturday obser. 
ance, to be sure, but at the same time, it Makes 
possible week-end trips which start on Friday 
night and end Monday morning. 

Although it would be foolish to yield to the 
obvious difficulties which Judaism will face 
in the post-war world, it would be just as fool 
ish to ignore the facts. 


The Jew As a Barometer Again

T was fashionable among editorial writers 

and lecturers to call the Jews the barometer 

of civilization, until civilization as it was known 

in most of Europe reached such a low state 

that the bottom just dropped out of the ba- 
rometer. 

And in truth, although the Jew can act as 
a barometer as well as any group, the treat- 
ment of any.minority, as for instance the Negro 
in the United States, will indicate the same 
state of civilization, although because of the 


Jews’ dispersion, he probably can be used as 
a guage in more places at any one time than 
most groups. 

But now that civilization has triumphed, ¢ 
may once again become fashionable to use the 
Jew as a barometer. If the new year just be 
ginning finds the Jew receiving Justice in Ey. 
rope, justice in Palestine, and justice in coun. 
tries long known to be democratic, then it may 
be said that the barometer reading of civil 
ization is going up.

Wanted—A Synagogue Opposition, Says The 
Bulletin of Congregation Shaar Hashomayim, 
of Windsor, Can.—During the last several 
years, our synagogue has come to be one of 
the most important factors in the Jewish Com- 
munity life of Windsor. More men have been 
drawn to it and are working for it and in it. 
It has expanded its activities to be as much 
as possible, for the time being, a community 
eentre as well as a synagogue. It has many 
more members—and it takes in more money 
and spends more money. Most important, the 
decisions have been made, not by one man ora 
few top men, but by the majority of the mem- 
bers at open meetings—we have really had 
democracy in action. 

Naturally, there have been differences of 
opinion about many matters. This is healthy— 
and it would be surprising indeed if the work 
that has been done, and how it has been done, 
suited everyone. 

But an unfortunate thing has happened. A 
few otherwise intelligent men, not realizing 
the harm their attitude does, have chosen to 
“stay away” and criticize from the outside. 
Because they have been out-voted on certain 
issues, their attiude has been “if you won’t play 
my way, I won’t play.” 

So, with this in mind, these men have stayed 
away from meetings. They hold no office in the 
synagogue nor do they do any work for it. 
Some of them have already cut down, or ex- 
pressed their intention of cutting down, their 
financial contributions to the synagogue. 

This is a situation that should be changed. 
These men should realize that democracy 
should prevail—and true democrats must accept 
decisions against them, if by the majority, in 
good grace. 

An “opposition” is valuable. No one ques- 
tions the sincerity of the belief of their ideas 
of these men. They are entitled to their ideas, 
and to fight for them—but in the synagogue, 


at meetings—not on the outside. Many of their 
ideas may be good ones—if they can be sold 
to the membership at meeting, the executive 
will carry them out. 

Consider, for instance, Churchill and the 
Conservative party in England. Do the Con 
servatives refuse to attend parliament because 
now they are in a minority in the “House?” 
Certainly not—they’re there watching, criticiz- 
ing, fighting for their ideas, and for the day 
when (they hope) their ideas will again prevail 
and they’ll be in power. And that’s the kind of 
“opposition” we should have in the synagogue 
—a democratic, fair minded “opposition” in the 
synagogue, at meetings. 

We can afford nothing else, if we are to have 
a Jewish Community in Windsor worth-while 
living in, from a cultural point uf view, for our 
selves and for our children. No one is satisfied 
with our present status, even though some pro 
gress has been made. 

This is a plea, not for unity—but for demo 
cracy—and then unity on democratic decisions. 
Men who do not accept this point of view are 
doing a disservice to themselves, and the com: 
munity. 

And, also, whether this article has any & 
fect or not on these men, let’s have an under 
standing by the entire community on the issues 
involved. When someone says to you “The 
synagogue is throwing away money’—0or ally 
other criticism, your answer should be—“May 
be you’re right—let’s bring it up at a meeting 
of the synagogue—get the facts—lay them be 
fore the members, and see if they agree with 
you. If they do, you will have been proven right, 
and you'll have done the community a service 
If they don’t, then the majority is right, and y% 
ought to accept the decision and stop knocking. 


Let’s have an opposition group. It can do an 
important job, if it is constructive and if it funt- 
tions from within.

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DEFENDS MR. SULZBERGER’S ACTIONS 
ON ZIONIST NEWS IN THE TIMES 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

In reading your observations 
under the heading “The Editor’s 
Chair” of last week, I came across 
our reference to Mr. Arthur H. 
Sulzberger, publisher of The New 
york Times, and to certain re- 
ports in that paper on the activi- 
ties of Jewish organizations, 
which reference struck me as be- 
ing contrary to the actual facts. 


You say that, at the time of the 
sessions of the American Jewish 
Conference ir. the summer of 1943 
« _. Mr. Sulzberger gave almost 
a half page to the announcement 
of the formation of the American 
Council for Judaism, and some- 
thing like a column or so to the 
roceedings of the American Jew- 
jsh Conference .. .” The fact of 
the matter is that the proceedings 


‘of the Conference were covered 


yery extensively, each session re- 
ceiving two columns or more, 


To be sure, at the very begin- 
ning of the sessions of the Con- 
ference, The New York Times 
also published quite conspicu- 
ously the rather sensational dec- 
laration, or attack on the Zionism 
of the American Council for Ju- 
daism. You yourself justified 
this publication on what you 
called the theory of “man bites 
dog” (although in the case of 
these vicious anti-Zionists, it is 
really a matter of dog bites man), 
but you do not seem to recall or 


realize all the circumstances. 
Around that time there took place 
a rather striking correspondence 
between Mr. Sulzberger and Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver, and this pri- 
vate correspondence was unex- 
pectedly published in full in The 
New Palestine of January 7, 1944. 


From this correspondence you 
will learn how Mr. Sulzberger 
acted with respect to the Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism of which 
he was criginally a supporter. 
Mr. Sulzberger, in his letter of 
November 2, 1943, addressed to 
Dr. Silver, said in part: 


“You don’t know — and you 
couldn’t have known without ask- 
ing me—that I was originally as- 
sociated with the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism. - I helped prepare 
its statement and am entirely in 
sympathy with it. On the other 
hand, when they determined to 
release the statement during the 
period of the Conference I with- 
drew my support. Ii did this be- 
cause I felt that the news at that 
time belonged to the Conference.” 


This shows very clearly that, as 
far as Mr. Sulzberger was con- 
cerned, he preferred that there 
be no opposition statement from 
the American Council for Juda- 
ism at all during the sessions of 
the American Jewish Conference.

PATIENCE AND KINDNESS FOR VETERAN 


Editor: The Jewish Post 
New Year will deal with 
the absorption of the return- 
ing soldier. Resolve to do three 
things to be able to make this 
year a happy one for them and 
for you. First, try to under- 
stand him. Next, be infinitely 
patient with him, and last, be sin- 
cerely kind to him. The Rabbini- 
cal statement in the Ethics—the 
world rests on Torah, Prayer, and 
Charity, teaches us this idea. 


To understand the returnee you 
must try to imagine what he went 
through, and appreciate that each 
soldier reacts in his own way to 
his war experience. Common 
sense, a knowledge of elemen- 
tary psychology can show you 
how to behave towards a veteran. 
Just to know that he is a dif- 
ferent person than when he left 
home is to understand. 


Once you understand you must 
be willing to be patient. Don’t 
Tush the soldier, and don’t rush: 
your idea of doing good for the 
soldier, Sleep over your thought 
for him. Engage in contempla- 
tion which is a form of prayer. 
For the returnée doesn’t want to 
be rushed by an adoring public. 
Give him time. 

Finally, exercise kindness. 
Kindness doesn’t consist of giving 
dollars away. Kindness means 
advising the young man in his 
career. Kidness means encourag- 
ing a son to return to college even 
though he thinks he is aged. 
Kindness means helping a soldier 
get in a business of his own. 
Kindness means helping a re- 
turnee get started firmly in his 
old job. Kindness involves giv- 
ing the stranger a welcome hand. 


When the first soldiers came 
back from Guadalcanal to Camp 
Wolters, where I was chaplain, 
© act as instructors, the other 
Soldiers who hadn’t gone overseas

camp opportunities. Why? Be- 
cause they were jealous of the 
attention the overseas men got. 
In the same way many who have 
been unlucky to stay home, and 
had an opportunity to make 
money, may succumb to the temp- 
tation to look down upon the sol- 
dier. Woe to those who will look 
down upon the returnee because 
he only possesses his discharge 
pay. This is the certain road to 
mass discontent, 


It will be a real act of kind- 
ness then to welcome the soldier 
with a smile, to give him a greet- 
ing which reflects equality and 
love. Remember there is no more 
bitter man than the returning sol- 
dier. Treat him with understand- 
ing and patience and kindness and 
the new community will be sound. 
Treat him unintelligently, impa- 
tiently, and critically and you will 
stir up a mass of men who can 
create endless trouble for the 
U. S. A.

The whole 
crowd was there, girls I had 
grown up with, and some I had 
met in high school. Conversation 
followed the usual trends, and 
after a while we began speaking 
of the kind of homes we would 
like to have when we married. 

Ethel, who comes from Ortho- 
dox people mentioned that she 
supposed she would have to keep 
a Kosher house, if she ever want- 
ed her mother to come to visit her. 
But really, she didn’t see any 
actual need for going to all the 
trouble of having separate dishes, 
and throwing a fit any time some 
milk dripped on a ‘fleishig’ pot. 
The only reason she sees for keep- 
ing kosher is unwillingness to ac- 
cept new ideas. While Ethel had 
never gone so far as to eat pork 
or ham, she has been introduced 
to shrimp and lobster. She wan’t 
struck by lightning, and she didn’t 
die of indigestion.

SOME PARENTS, Ethel’s moth- 
er, for instance, brag about how: 
“My daughter will keep kosher 
because she wants to please me.” 
Or, “Jerry doesn’t smoke on Fri- 
day night because he knows it 
will make me unhappy.” What 
they don’t tell us is why. They 
don’t bother to give us a reason 
we can accept with our minds. 

Now 2 few of us had been lucky 
enough to have a good teacher at 
Sunday School—one with imagin- 
ation.

10 Plead Guilty 
To Charlevoix Acts

CHARLEVOIX, Mich.—Appear- 
ing before Judge Fowler here, 
nine youths of this popular sum- 
mer resort town pleaded guilty 
to disturbing the peace, and a 
tenth entered the same plea on 
an assault and battery charge. 
The charges were in connection 
with attacks on Jewish vacation- 
ers, all of whom had left Char- 
levoix. There were no complain- 
ing witnesses. 

In passing judgment, Judge 
Fowler declared: “I have placed 
these boys on probation for one 
year with stiff terms. They will 
understand that if they again vio- 
late the law, they will serve the 
full sentence under the law.” 

The judge commented that 
since none of the complaining 
witnesses were at the trial, had 
the defendants not pleaded guilty, 
he would have been forced to 
have the Jewish youths brought 
back. 

Judge Fowler was severe in his 
denunciation of the near riots and 
said he would not tolerate that 
sort of thing, and would apply the 
full force of the law to additional 
occurrences of the sort.
